THE LEGAL arguments be­ 
tween Bergman and John Knauf, 
attorney for the councilman, 
peppered with personal rejoind­ 
ers by each, raged about a list 
of asserted illegal voters pre­ 
sented by Bergman. 
The list included all who voted 
in District Five at the council- 
manic election April 8 in which 
Boyd was elected by 12 votes 
over write-in candidate, Ralph 
Shelley. 
KNAUF CONTENDED that 178 
voters could not possibly have 
cast an illegal ballot, that the 
law requires contestants to fur­ 
nish the number of illegal votest 
cast and by whom three days 
before the trial date, and that 
this was not done. 
Bergman, on the other hand, 
argued that he was not limited 
to a certain number of illegal 
votes and offered to prove to the 
court that all of the votes cast 
were illegal. 
THIS OFFER of proof, read into 
the court record was refused by 
Judge Waite. Previously in con­ 
sidering Bergman's argument the 
jurist, addressing Knauf. ex­ 
pressed perplexity governing the 
number of illegal votes that can 
be submitted.

IT’S TOO BAD that legal technicalities prevented the 
hearing of witnesses on both sides in the District Five 
election suit at Riverside Monday. A great many people 
here would liked to have known what witnesses were 
going to say under oath on both sides in order to clear 
up the controversy. As it turned out no witnesses were 
heard—except the brief examination of one—and the case 
could not be decided on the basis of evidence to be pre­ 
sented. In the legal battle over the admissibility of evi­ 
dence which the side contesting the election planned to 
present, the judge ruled that such evidence was not in 
support of allegations contained in the original complaint 
—and would not allow the complaint to be amended. 
About all that has been accomplished by the election 
contest is the realization in most people's minds that the 
election in District Five was very irregular. Just how 
much the result was changed is a question. But it should 
be clear to almost everyone that reforms in the conduct 
of elections in Palm Springs should be instituted, that 
election boards should comply with election laws and 
that the voters must observe the residence requirements 
in the election laws. 
There is another lesson to be learned from this con­ 
troversy. It is for those who failed to vote. If America 
is to remain strong and free, our people must appreciate 
their right to vote and maintain that right by exercising 
it. In Belgium 90 percent of the qualified voters go to 
the polls, in England 82 percent, in France 75 percent, and 
in Japan 70 percent. In the American presidential elec­ 
tion of 1948, 51 percent voted. Therein lies one of our 
greatest dangers; apathy on the part of the people. 
It is just as important to vote in local elections as in 
national elections. It is as important that we have good 
local government as good county and state and national 
government. Public officials should be chosen by a ma­ 
jority of ALL who have the right of franchise—not just 
those who are interested enough to go out and vote. 
If you are one of those who has not registered, do it 
today. If you have moved recently or did not vote at the 
last general election, you must re-register. And every 
registered voter should make up his, or her mind right 
now to vote at ALL elections. 
If 90 percent of those qualified to vote in this nation 
would vote at all of the elections, a great many of our 
most vital problems would be solved.
